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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-5, 7,13,1 5-1 7 and 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For Claim 1 : primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: detecting an amount of the inert gas supplied to the cathode; 
wherein the amount of cross-leak is calculated based on the pressure of the hydrogen 
containing gas at the cathode, on the total pressure of the inert gas supplied to the 
cathode, and on the amount of the inert gas supplied to the cathode 

For Claim 19: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: measuring a voltage of each cell under a condition in which the 
hydrogen or the hydrogen-containing gas is supplied to the anode of the fuel cell and 
the inert gas is supplied to the cathode or the cathode is vacuumed; 

changing a temperature of the cooling medium, or at least one of the gas 
pressure at the anode or cathode when measuring the voltage of each cell, in order to 
change an operational state of the fuel cell when measuring the voltage of a cell; and 

determining the amount of cross-leak of each cell by calculation the following 
equation; 

PH2(c)={(cross-leak amount)/(cathode-side gas amount)} x P T otal(c), wherein 
(i) Ph2(c) is calculated by using the equation, 
E=2.3026 x {(RT)/(2F)} x log™ {P h 2 (a)/P H2 (C)}, wherein 
E: electromotive force of a cell (potential difference detected by cell 
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voltage monitors 40) 

R: gas constant=8.31 (J/mol • K) 

F: Faraday constant 

T: temperature (°K) 

P H2 (a): anode-side, or anode hydrogen pressure (KPa abs); 

(ii) Ptotal(c) is a value measured by the manometer located in the inert gas 
supply piping; and 

(iii) the cathode-side gas amount is calculated, at least in part, on the value 
measured by the mass flow controller.
